New Delhi, the 17thMarch, 2004 

S.O. 366(E).— Whereas the Hon’ble High Court of Calcutta, vide order dated 4-2-2004 in Writ Petition No. 1574 
of 2003—Shri Narayan Chandra Das Versus Union of India and others has directed that a Tribunal may be constituted 
under Section 150 of the Merchant Shipping Act,! 958 (44 of 1958) and refer the dispute raised by Shri Narayan Chandra Das 
in this regard. 

Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 150 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
constitutes a Tribunal with headquarters at Kolkata and refers the dilute raised by the petitioner and appoints Shri K. K. 
Behra, IAS (WB, 1985) to the said Tribunal who shall submit the award of the Tribunal to the Central Government within 
1 month from the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. The Terms of Reference and the Terms and 
Conditions of said Tribunal are set out in the schedule given below. 

SCHEDULE 

(A) Terms of reference 

Toconsiderthe Writ Petition No. 1574 of2003 filed by Shri Narayan Chandra Das as a representation and to 
pass an order under Section 150 of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1958. 

(B) Terms and Conditions 

(i) The Tribunal shall have its headquarters at Kolkata and secretarial assistance shall beprovided by the Office 
of the Shipping Master/Mercantile Marine Department, Kolkata. 

(ii) The expenditure incurred by the Tribunal in conducting the proceedings and TA/DA and Other allied 
expenses shall be met out of travel and office Expenses budget of the Mercantile Marine Department, Kolkata. 

(iii) The Tribunal may invite individuals or any class of seamen or any union of seamen, the petitioner Shri 
Narayan Chandra Das, the representatives from M/s Shipping Corporation of India Ltd. on whose vessel the 
petitioner has alleged that he was signed of by the Master before completion of the term of Articles of 
Agreement, for giving evidence and for obtaining information relevant to the terms of reference. Tribunal 
may also invite such other office bearers who are involved in concluding the NMB Agreements for any 
clarification and production of records, information as required, during the proceeding of the tribunal 

(iv) The chairman of the One Person Tribunal shall be paid a sitting fee and would also be entitled to TA/DA, as 
admissible under the rules. ( Explanation : One sitting shall not be less than five hours on each occasion). 

(v) The term of the Tribunal has been decided by the Hon’ble High Court of Kolkata wherein it has been stated 
that the representation will be considered by the tribunal as early as possible preferably within 8 weeks from 
lire date of the order i.e. 4-2*2004. 

The report will be submitted by the Tribunal to the Government within 1 month from the date of its constitution.
